Trial by Jury. 

Among the vital questions which enter 
into the life and well-being of society 
through all its varied relations, one of the 
most iumpertant is, What 1s the best tribu- 
nal for weighing and judging facts? It 
has exercised the best minds in all ages, 
and though the hght of many a great in- 
tellect has been thrown upon it, are we 
prepared to say that the right solution has 
been attained? that the boasted trial by 
jury as at present regulated is the ultima 
thule of right jurisprudence, and that be- 
yond this we cannot safely go? 

It will not do to apply unreservedly to 
our present jury system the glowing eu- 
logy of BLacksTonr, which pompously 
declares that “ihe trial by jury is 
the “great palladium of British liberty, 
the glory of the English law, and the 
most transcendant privilege which any 
subject can enjoy or wish for.” The trials 
by ordeal were quite as flatteringly ap- 
plauded in their time My the wise men ot 
the past, and formed a part of the economy 
ot the age. They were thought w be the 
very perfection of human reason; founded, 
as they were, on the upsbaken belief that 
Gop, by a special providence, interposed to 
confound the wicked and support the inno- 
cent. It was the grand Judicium Det; and 
he who did not, at that day, believe as 
strongly in the legal virtue of boiling water 
and red-hot iron, as we are required to do 
ip trials by jury, was anathematized as an 
infidel. These customs were solemuly de- 
tended by men as wise in their generation 
a8 BLACKSTONE or my Lord Coxe. If the 
accused was compelled to walk baretooted 
and blindfolded over nine, twelve, or fif- 
teen red-hot plow-shares, placed one foot 
apart, were not his steps directed by an 
Unseen Hand, ready to lead him safely 
through if innocent? 

The arbiter of his tate, was he not im- 
‘maculate—the great Jehovah who knows 
the inmost secrets of the heart? There. 
fore, if, after three davs from the trial, his 
feet were burnt and blistered, it was the 
work of guilt fixed by the same fingers 
that traced murder across the brow of 
Cary, and the accused was condemned. 
Tacttvs relates that the ancient Scythians 
and Celts adopted the trial by water to 
determine the legitimacy of theur clnidren. 
Carried on a shield to the river's brink*and 
their*-bodies commiited to the unerring 
arbitrament of the waves, they were ad- 
judged legitimate if they were upborne, 
and the reverse if not. This custom, 
ancient as it 1s, was far more enlightened 
and humane than that of Corton MATHER 
and his disciples, who threw their witches 
into the pond, either to sink and drown, or 
float and be taken thence and burned as 
proteges of the devil. 

The general reader may be surprised to 
learn that touching thé corpse was prac 
ticed in Germany not many years ago, and 
to this day there are persons in that coun- 
try who give pumerous expressions of taith 
in this method of detecting guilt. Sus- 
pected persons were made to touch the 
corpse oO! the murdered’man, and if blood 
followed the touch, or any movement ot 
the body, the one producing these resulta 
was beld guilty of the murder, 

We refer to these exploded customs to 
show tbat so far as tnal by jury relies on 
the indorsement of great jurists it has not 
the least advantage of trial by battle, by 
water and by fire. 

There is a great contrast between the 
manner of conducting a legal controversy 
and conducting the ordinary business atf- 
fairs ot hfe. What would be thought ot 
the man who should call in a shoemaker 
toseta limb? A barber to draw a will, or 
a brick-layer to explain a theological point? 
And yet we see every day men determin- 
ing questions of life, liberty, property and 
reputation, who, perhaps, are in the court- 
room for the first time in their lives. These 
hints are sufficient to account for the al- 
most universal complaint that-there is no 
certainty in the law. The truth 1s, the law 
bears ali the blame that should attach to 
its minister s. 

However, it is not proposed to abolish 
but rather to modify our jury system; and 
we earnestly call the attention of our 
present Geperal Assembly to this matter. 
Why should men be so slow to make 
changes in laws that cry night and day 
for retorm? There are admitted defects 
in our jury sytem, the frequently-propased 
remedy for which is the relaxation of-the 
English rule which requires a jury to be 
unanimous. Our Legislature might at 
first experimentally modity the system in 
criminal cases, and afterwards extend it to 
civil suits. What an immense sum would 
be saved yearly to the State if the number 
were reduced to seven—and only a ma- 
jority of that seven should be required to 
decide the issue. As the object of war is 
peace, so is the settlement of disputes 
the object of litigation. Better they 
should be wrengly determined than to lie 
open to vex and annoy a and 
to create private broils. e delay, ex- 
pense and annoyance of hung juries would 
be mitigated by prescribing that the ma- 
jority ebould determine the issue. In the 
settlement of all other questions, even of 
as much importance as the price of a calf 
in dispute between two neighbors, the ma- 
jority govern. Congress dicides upon 
great issues by majorities, two-thirds, or 
three-fourths; and when, as can be done 
undcr our statutes, the litigants withdraw 
their suit from the jury and leave -it “to 
aibitrators, only a mujority of the three 
settle the question. 

In England there is a similarity of reli- 
gious mstitutions, at least, resulung trom 
their Charch Establishment, which makes 
it less difficult to arrive at unanimity in 
that country, and it is the English jury 
system which iq grafted into eur statute 
laws, without any regaid to the different | 
modes of thought common to the two peo- | 
ples. If there could anywhere be found 
such conditions of society where a convic- 
tion by a jury required to be unanimous is | 
almost impossible, it is in this country. |

This system is re 
sponsible for the fact that no criminal with 
money in his pocket ever went to the gal- 
lows in this country, and never will till 
our system is remodeled.

The 
strange, absurd anomaly of shutting 
twelve men up into a close room, to be 
ee into a verdict by some fellow with 
ead of aram and the stomach of a 
locomotive, is a disgrace to 
the name of justice. We 
do not hold that the modifications here 


system, forthis-is impossible -by reason of 
man’s fallibility; but we do think it plain 
that the delays, the expenses and uncer- 
tainties of law would be astonishingly re- 
duced; that each individual juror would 
be’ more thoroughly impressed with the 
obligations of his oath, by reason of the 
prominence thus given the individuality of 
each, and that juries would not be driven 
to the alternative of either deciding by 
lot, allowing one bribed and perjured juror 
to make the verdict, or disbanding in dis- 
gust to let another set come the next term 
of court to go through the s&me routine of 
hung juries. 


The Two Wood-Haulers. 

This is a story for boys who have made 
up their mimds to graduate at West Point 
near the foot of the class, and then, after 
remaining in the army until compelled to 
résign or be dismissed the service for “con- 
duct unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 

an,” to go into the country and settle 
down to the profession of gutting fire-wood 
and hauling it to town forsale. It is also 
intended for boys who propose to adopt 
that profession without having first gone 
to West Point and tailed in the army for 
lack of that high sense ot honor withont 
which the military officer is a traud. 

Twelve or thirteen years ago, there lived 
near a flounshing town im one of these 
United States of ovrs an old farmer upon 
whose land their grew an abundance of ash 
and hickory, to which, for fuel and some 
other purposes, the Amercan forests tur- 
nish nothing superior. This ash and 
hickory he used to cut up and split into 
fire-wood, and regularly every rainy day he 
hauled a joad to town and sold it for two 
dollars in cash. 
trade with that old man. He wouldn’t 
have trusted bis own grandiather twenty- 
four hours tor a load of wood if his own 
granudiather had been threatening to treeze 
to death for a week. And thic, too, at a 
period in our history when tor anybody else 
around there to reluse a man credit was to 
incur the scorn and contempt o! the whole 
community. But his wood was worth two 
dollars in cash. Never did he squeeze it 
up between the four standards until it 
looked like a two-inch plank standing on 
its edge, and palm it off «ap- 
on an unsuspecting purchaser for 
what Secretary Ropeson would call 
afull-orbed load. There was too much 
competition in the business for such tricks 
to be tolerated, and he never attempted 
them. His loads always measured at least 
three-quarters of a cord,or if they ever 
tailed to do so it was owing tocircumstances, 
mm the shape of very crooked sticks, over 
which the Christian purchaser could see 
he had no control. But the wood-hauler 
could afford to be both just and generous 
in those days, tor though wood is wood 
now it wasn’t then. At that time thecoon- 
hunter could cut down a tree on almost 
apybody’s land without having the strong 
arm of the law reaching out in search ot 
him the next day; but.we should like te see 
Lim do it now. 

And thus the oid farmert had been haul- 
ipg in a two-dollar load of wood every time 
it rained for many a long year, and, as he 
loaned his money at six per cent. interest 
as fast as he got it, never spending a cent 
of it except at the point of the bayonet, 
and then always under protest, it is no 
wonder thai at the time this story opens he 
stood betore the community as a rich man, 
surrounded by ali the luxunes ot lite. So 
far, however, as the luxuries were con 
cerned, they were not on his premises, but 
belopged to his more extravagant neigh- 
bors. Ie only luxury Ae ever enjoyed 
was that of driving home irom town, wet 
as.a drowned rat, with a twodollar bill in 
his pocket. 

About the same time—twelve or thir- 

teen Years ago—there was a much younger 
ihan emgaged in the same business, near a 
Western city. But he was not a wet-weather 
wood-bauler. Whenever he telt dry, which 
happened every day, it is said he loaded up 
his wagomand drove it to town, rain or 
shine. Nor were bis loads of a character 
to command the confidence of the market. 
They were of the sort which remind you 
of asw@l@iteh plank on edge. As the cur- 
rent {@@eOf such loads was just about 
enough to pay tor halt a dozen samples ot 
the common beverage of the country, and 
as he made it a point never to leave town 
except on the outside of just about that 
number, together with as many more as 
could be procured through any ot 
those dispepsations oft tortune which 
are constantly turning np in 
the history of every dead—beat, it was yery 
seldom that he carried more money home 
with him than he knew what todo with. 
As a wood-hauler he was a failure. He 
had failed also asa cadet at West Point, 
or had come so near it that it was really 
worse than a failure. He had subsequent- 
ly failed, too, as an officer in the army, to 
say nothing of his having tailed as a real 
estate agent and a candidate for city en- 
gineer in the very town where he failed 
asa wood-hauler. He failed at everything. 
But his failures were the luckiest incidents 
of his hte. They were the pg of him. 
They were also the making ot all his re- 
lations. If he had saved the money 
be made by hauling wood, as 
the old farmer did, and had 
stuck to the business until the late war be- 
gan, he would never have been heard of 
ten miles from home, and the myriads of 
public offices in which his relations are to- 
day growing rich would have been filled 
by other people. 
The old farmer now sees the mistake he 
made. He now seee the importance of 
failing in the wood-hauling business and 
in everything else. True, he has his little 
fortune, and 1s not deuounced by all honest 
people everywhere as a moral swindle 
and a political traud; but, then, he has had 
no opportunity to make his millions by the 
sale of Executive patronage; he can antici- 
pate no heavy returns in cash from a 
San Domingey job; he receives no costly 
gilts from men wanting and getting places 
in Cabinets and custom-houses; he is not 
permitted to ride bebind Dexter; he has no 
magnificent suite of rooms fitted up ex- 
press'y for him ia STEWART’s new house, 
and as for his relations, it he has the means 
to make them the pampered mimions otf a 
bloated aristocracy, we should like to know 
where be got them. 

So, of the two wood-baulers, the old 
fa: mer was the failure, after all.

Trial by Jury. 

Among the vital questions which enter 
into the life and well-being of society 
through all its varied relations, one of the 

most impertant is, What 1s the best tribu- 
nal for weighing and judging facts? It 
has exercised the best minds in all ages, 
and though the light of many a great in- 
tellect has been thrown upon it, are we 
prepared to say that the right solution has 
been attained? that the boasted trial by 
jury as at present regulated is the ultima 
thule of right jurisprudence, and that be- 
yond this we cannot safely go? 

It will not do to apply unreservedly to 
our present jury system the glowing eu- 
logy of BLacksTonk, which pompously 
declares that “the trial by jury is 
the “great palladinm of British liberty, 
the glory of the English law, and the 
most transcendant privilege which any 
subject can evjoy or wish for.” The trials 
by ordeal were quite as flatteringly ap- 
plauded in their time bfy the wise men of 
the pust, and formed a part of the economy 
of the age. They were thought ww be the 
very perfection of human reason; founded, 
as they were, on the upsbaken belief that 
Gop, by a special providence, mnterposed to 
coptound the wicked and support the inno- 
cent. It was the grand Judicium Det; and 
he who did not, at that day, beiieve as 
strongly in the legal virtue of boiling water 
and red-hot iron, as we are required to do 
in trials by jury, was anathematized as an 
infidel. These customs were solemnly de- 
tended by men as wise in their generation 
us BLACKSTONE or my Lord Coxg. If the 
accused was compelled to walk barefooted 
and blindfolded over nine, twelve, or fif- 
teen red-hot plow-shares, placed one foot 
apart, were not-his steps directed by an 
Unseen Hand, ready to lead him sately 
through if innocent? 

The arbiter of his fate, was he not im- 
maculate—the great Jehovah who knows 
the inmost secrets of the heart?’ There. 
fore, it, after three davs from the trial, his 
leet were burnt and blistered, it was the 
work of guilt fixed by the same fingers 
that traced murder across the brow of 
Carn, and the accused was condemned. 
TACITUS relates that the ancient Scythians 
and Celts adopted the trial by water to 
determine the legitimacy of ther children. 
Carried on a shield to the river’s brink?and 
their*-bodies commiited to the unerring 
arbitrament of the waves, they were ad- 
judged legitimate if they were upborne, 
and the reverse if not. This custom, 
ancient as it 1s, was far more enlightened 
and humane than that of Corton MaTHER 
and his disciples, who threw their witches 
into the pond, either to sink and drown, or 
float and be taken thence and burned as 
proteges of the devil. | 

The general reader may be surprised to 
learn that touching thé corpse was prac 
ticed in Germany not many years ago, and 
to this day there are persons in that coun- 
try who give nymerous expressions of taith 
in this method of detecting guilt. Sus- 
pected persons were made to touch the 
corpse Of the murdered‘man, and if blood 
followed the touch, or any moveme ct ot 
the body, the one producing these results 
was beld guilty of the murder, 

We refer to these exploded customs to 
show that so far as tnal by jury relies on 
the indorsement of great jurists it has not 

the least advantage ot trial by battle, by 
water and by fire. 
| There is a great contrast between the 
mapper of conducting a legal controversy 
and conducting the ordinary business af- 
fairs of life. What would be thought ot 
the man who should cail in a shoemaker 
toset a limb? A barber to draw a will, or 
a brick-layer to explain a theological point? 
And yet we see every day men determin- 
ing questions of life, liberty, property and 
reputation, who, perhaps, are in the court- 
room for the first time in theirlives. These 
hints are sufficient to account for the al- 
most universal complaint that there is no 
certainty in the law. The truth 1s, the law 
bears ali the blame that should attach to 
its minister s. 

However, it is not proposed to abolish 
but rather to modify our jury system; and 
we earnestly call the attention of our 
present General Assembly to this matter. 
Why should men be so slow to make 
changes in laws that cry night and day 
for reform? There are admitted defects 
in our jury sytem, the frequently-propased 
remedy for which is the relaxation of-the 
English rule which requires a jury to be 
unanimous. Our Legislature might at 
first exp¢rimentally modity the system in 
criminal cases, and afterwards extend it to 
civil suits. What an immense sum would 
be saved yearly to the State if the number 
were reduced to seyen—and only a ma- 
jority of that seven should be rcquired to 
decide the issue. As the object of war is 
peace, so is the settlement of disputes 
the object of litigation. Better they 
should be wrengly determined than to lie 
open to yex and annoy — and 
to create private broils. e delay, ex- 
pense and annoyance of hung juries would 
be mitigated by prescribing that the ma- 
jority should determine the issue. In the 
settlement of all other questions, even of 
as much importance as the price of a calt 
in dispute between two neighbors, the ma- 
jority govern. Congress dccides upon 
great issues by majorities, two-thirds, or 
three-fourths; and when, as can be done 
under our statutes, the litigants withdraw 
their suit from the jury and leave it to 
ulbitrators, only a mujority ot the three 
settle the question. 

In England there is a similarity of reli- 
gious insttutions, at least, resulung trom 
their Church Establishment, which makes 
it less difficult to arrive at unanimity in 
that ccuntry, and it is the English jury 
system which ig grafted into eur statute 


modes of thought common to the two peo- 
ples. If there could anywhere be found | 
such conditions of society where a convic- 
tion by a jury required to be unanimous is 
almost impossible, it is in this country. 
Here we are divided into very strongly-

The 
strange, absurd anomaly of shutting 
twelve men up into a close room, to be

locomotive, is a disgrace to 
the name of justice. We 
do not hold that the. modifications here 


system, for’this is impossible -by reason of 
man’s fallibility; but we do think it plain 
that the delays, the expenses and uncer- 
tainties of law would be astonishingly re- 
duced; that each individual juror would 
be more thoroughly impressed with the 
obligations of his oath, by reason of the 
prominence thus given the individuality of 
each, and that juries would not be driven 
to the alternative of either deciding by 
lot, allowing one bribed and perjured juror 
to make the verdict, or disbanding in dis- 
gust to let another set come the next term 
of court to go through the s&me routine of 
hung juries. 


The Two Wood-Haulers. 

This is a story for boys who have made 
up their minds to graduate at West Point 
near the foot of the class, and then, after 
remaining in the army until compelled to 
résign or be dismissed the service for “‘con- 
duct unbecoming an officer anda gentle. 
man,” to go into the country and settle 
down to the profession of gutting fire-wood 
and hauling it to town for sale. It is also 
intended for boys who propose to adopt 
that proféssion without having first gone 
to West Point and tailed in the army for 
lack of that high sense ot honor withont 
which the military officer is a traud. 

Twelve or thirteen years ago, there lived 
near a flounshing town m one of these 
United States ot ovrs an old farmer upon 
whose land their grew an abundance of ash 
and hickory, to which, for fuel and some 
other purposes, the Amencan forests fur- 
nish nothirg superior. This ash and 
hickory he used to cut up and split into 
fire-wood, and regularly every rainy day he 
hauled a load to town and sold it for two 


trade with that old man. He wouldn't 

have trusted bis own grandiather twenty- 
four hours tor a load of wood it his own 
grandiatber bad been threatening to treeze 
to death for a week. And this, too, at a 
period in our history when tor anybody elee 
around there to retuse a man credit was to 
incur the scorn and contempi of the whole 
community. But his wood was worth two 
dollarsin cash. Never did he squeeze it 
up between the four standards until it 
looked like a two-inch plank stending on 
its edge, and palm it off «up- 
on an unsuspecting purchaser for 
what Secretary Roseson would call 
atull-orbed load. There was too much 
competition in the business for such tricks 
to be tolerated,and he never attempted 
them. His loads aiways measured at least 
three-quarters of a cord, or if they ever 
failed to do so it was owing tocircumstances, 
im the shape of very crooked sticks, over 
which the Christian purchaser could see 
he had no control. But the wood-hauler 
could afford to be both just and generous 
in those days, tor though wood is wood 
now it wasn’t then. At that time thecoon- 
hunter could cut down a tree on almost 
anybody’s land without having the strong 
arm of the law reaching out in search ot 
him the next day; but we should like te see 
Lim do it now. 

And thus the oid farmer had been haul- 
ipg in a two-dollar load of wood every time 
it rained for many a long year, and, as he 
loaned his money at six per cent. interest 
as fast as he got it, never spending a cent 
of it except at the point of the bayonet, 
and then always under protest, it is no 
wonder thai at the time this story opens he 
stood before the community as a rich man, 
surrounded by all the luxuries of lite. So 
tar, however, as the luxuries were con 
cerned, they were not on his premises, but 
belopged to his more extravagant neigh- 
bors. ‘Ime only luxury Ae ever enjoyed 
was that of driving home irom town, wet 
as a drowned rat, with a two-dollar bill ia 
bis pocket. 

About the same time—twelve or thir- 
teeu years ago—there was a much younger 
man emgaged in the same business, near a 
Western city. But he was not a wet- weather 
wood-hauler. Whenever he telt dry, which 
happened every day, it is said he loaded up 
bis wagomand drove it to town, rain or 
shine. Nor were bis loads of a character 
to command the confidence of the market. 
They were of the sort which remind you 
of atw@l@meh plank on edge. As the cur- 
rentf@e-Of such loads was just about 
enough to pay tor halt a dozen samples ot 
the common beverage of the country, and 
as he made it a point never to leave town 
except on the outside of just about that 
number, together with as many more as 
could be procured through any ot 
those dispensations ot tortune which 
are constantly turning np in 
the history of every deadbeat, it was yery 
seldom that he carried more money home 
with him than he knew what todo with. 
As a wood-bauler he was a failure. He 
had failed also asa cadet at West Point, 
or had come so near it that it was really 
worse than a failure. He had subsequent- 
ly tailed, too, as an officer in the army, to 
say nothing of his having failed as a real 
estate agent and a candidate for city en- 
gineer in the very town where he failed 
asa wood-hauler. He failed at everything. 
But his tailures were the luckiest incidents 
of his hte. They were the g of him. 
They were also the making of all his re- 
lations. If he had saved the money 
he made by hauling wood, as 
the old farmer did, and had 
stuck to the business until the late war be- 
gap, he would never have been heard of 
ten miles from home, and the myriads of 
public offices in which his relations are to- 
day growing rich would have been filled 
by other people. 
The old farmer now sees the mistake he 
made. He now seése the importance ot 
failing in the wood-bhauling business and 
in everything else. True, he has his little 
fortune, and 1s not deuounced by all honest 
people everywhere as a moral swindle 
and a political fraud; but, then, he has had 
no opportunity to make his millions by the 
sale of Executive patronage; he can antici- 
pate no heavy returns in cash from a 
San Domingo job; he receives no costly 
gifts from men wanting and getting places 
in Cabinets and custom-houses; he is not 
permitted to ride bebind Dexter; he has no 
magvificent suite of rooms fitted up ex- 
press'y for him ia Srewart’s new house, 
and as for his relations, it he has the means 
to make them the pampered mimons of a 
bloated aristocracy, we should like to know 
where be got them. 
| So, of the two wood-baulers, the old 
fa: mer was the failure, after all.
